‘SEE MISS WILSON 


Mob of Desperate Chaberonen | 
Batters Doors of Auditori- 
um to Hear Her Speak 
at Biennial. 


SEVERAL FAINT IN CRUSH. 


Miss Margaret Makes Plea for 
Neighborhood Common Coun- 
eil in City School- 

houses. 


More than 10,000 women—and a large natn- 
ber of men—stormed the Auditorium last 
night in a desperate struggle to gain ad- 
mittance to the already filled theater and 
hear Miss Margaret, Woodrow Wilson, 
daughter of President Wilson, speak at the 
closing session of the twelfth biennial con- 
vention of the General Federation of W2m- 
en's clubs, 

Congress street from Michigan avenue al- 
most to State street, and Wabash avenue 
from near Harrison to Van Buren streets 
were lined with automobiles, and all in- 
tervening street and sidewalk space was 
jammed with women. The Auditorium hotel 
lobby and corridors were a struggling mass 
of excited women, several of whom fainted 
and were carried to the café, restaurant, or 
parlors, where they were revived, 

Long before the opening of the last ses- 
sion firemen and attaches of the theater 
were compelled to close the doors of the 
theater, as every possible inch inside, in the 
foyer, lobby, and galleries, was filled and 
hundreds were standing in the aisles. 


Have Overflow Meeting. 

So great was the congestion anu so deter- 
mined the throng to see and hear Miss Wil- 
son that an overflow meeting was held in the 
Florentine room of the Congress hotel, which 
was soon filled to the street doors on the firat 
floor. Apparently the president's daughter 
is comparable with Former President Roose- 
velt as a drawing card in Chicago. 

The police closed the doors of the Audito- 
rium several minutes before the program was 
scheduled to besin. Nearly an hour later.

Several of 
them are outside, as are some of the speakers. 
The police will nat let in any persons. The 
streets are full of people who can't get in.“

Brady and Lucey Call 
Firm ‘‘Hopelessly 
Insolvent,’’

Springfield, III., June 17.—Attorney General 
Patrick J. Lucey and Bank Examiner Daniel 
V. Harkin left Springfield tonight with a 
twenty page petition for a receiver for the 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings bank, 
which they will present at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning in the Circuit court of Cook 
county, 

Before the departure of Lucey and Harkin 
State Auditor Brady and the attorney gen- 
eral had completed their reading of the re- 
port made by Harkin on the assets of the 


La Salle Street bank, and they declared that 


the institution was * hopelessly insolvent.“ 


Bankers Interested in Loans, 
While not officially given out, it became 
known that the Harkin réport shows that 


‘personal notes and securities held by the 


La Salle bank for loans totaling $1,573,v00 
made by the bank to concerns in which 
William Lorimer and C. B. Munday wete in- 
terested, and to individuals associated with 
Lorimer and Munday, were valued by the 
bank ¢xaminer at only about $30,000. 


Where the $1,573,000 Went. 

The bank examiner's report indicates that 
loans to the 1er President Mun- 
day and loans to the interests of President 
Lorimer were classified as follows:

The attorney general will resist formally 
the application for a receivership filed today 
in the Superior court by D. L. Tarjan, which 
will be heard at 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. The selection of a receiver has not been 
made. Attorney General Lucey has no can- 
didate. State Auditor Brady may have one. 

The name of Edward Ridgely, brother of 
the former controller of the currency, was 
among those mentioned as possible ap- 
pointees to the receivership. 

Criminal Action Expected. 

The extent of the loans to the Lorimer- 
Munday interests and the nature of the se- 
curity given for the great sums borrowed 
revived consideration of the question of crim- 
inal prosecution. was said in Springfield 
tonight that the attorney general has de- 
cided to seek indictments, and that evidence 
of illegal banking will be placed in the hands 
of State’s Attorney Hoyne for grand jury 
action. 

State banks are protibieed under the Illi- 
nols law from loaning an amount exceeding 
15 per cent of the bank's capital stock to any 
one person or corporation. Violation of this 
law and other banking misdeeds may be 
charged against officials of the La Salle 
street bank. It was violation of a national 
law of the same import that sent John R. 
‘Walsh to the penitentiary. 

The $1,543,000 charged off includes blocks of

The announcement of the ex-president’s 
disability was made after he had paid a 
visit to Sir St. Clair Thomson, professor 
of laryngology and physician for diseases 
of the nose and throat in King’s College hos- 
pital, a specialist whom he had consulted 
when he was in London in 1910.

Huerta disappeared from public view for 
several days afterward and was said to have 
been continuing a debauch begun at aN 
quet following the review. 


Rebel Gunboat Is Sunk. 

On Board U. S. 8. California, Mazatlan, 
Mexico, June 16, by wireless, via San Diego, 
June 17.-The Constitutionalist gunboat 
Tampico was sunk today by the federal 
gunbcat Guerrero in twenty-two fathoms of 
water, leaving the Guerrero the sole sur- 
viving warship. representing either faction 
on the wets coast of Mexico. The battle be- 
gan at 8:20 a. m. and lasted until noon. 

The rebels lost ten killed and ten wounded; 
the federals none. In despair at the outcome, 
Capt. Malpico and his chief enginter, after 
fighting with great bravery against heavy 
odds, committed suicide. | 

The Tampico, which was on the way from 
Topolobampo to Mazatlan, was in no condi- 
tion to fight when the more heavily armed 
Guerrero, bound south from Guaymas in 
chase, overhauled it. 


Americans Save Many. 

Capt. Maipico appcaled to the American 
Cestroyers Perry and Preble, which were 
following the Mexican vessels, for a tow 
to Altata, where the Tampico hoped to 
take refuge in shallow Water. The laws of 
neutrality prevented the American com- 
mander from complying, but the Perry and 
Preble and the cruiser New Orleans, which 
was accompanying them, were able to save 
many from drowning, as the Tampico sank, 
and to give surgical aid to the wounded.

Rumors of Official Disagreement. 

There have been repeated rumore in 
Springfield today that there has been fric- 
tion between the offices of the attorney gen- 
eral and the state auditor, but these are be- | 
lieved to be without substantial basis. 

It is known that the auditor’s office did not 
care practicularly about the publicity that 
has been given to the inner workings of the 
La Salle Street bank, and that Harkin was 
ordered yesterday morning to give out no 
more information.

Some Hope for Depositors, . 


If the stockholders were compelled to pay 
the double liability on their stock, and this 
could be collected, the available fund would 
total $1,250,000 capital and surplus, $1,000,000 
double liability and $2,000,000 worth of paper, 
a grand total of $4,250,000. This would af- 
ford full payment to the depositors and be 
practically a total loss to the stockholders.

The regulations issued shortly after the 
law was passed undoubtedly will be amend- 
ed materially, Secretary McAdoo announced 
today that codperative dairies, mutual and 
cobperative telephone companies, farmers’ 
insurance companies, and like organizations 
are subject to the tax. 

Many ot these organizations have filed no 
returns. To save them from criminal pros- 
ecution the secretary instructed the col- 
lectors of internal revenue throughout the 
country to notify them that they do not 
come within the exepmtton. 

When the income tax regulations were 
drawn up the estimating experts of the treas- 
ury figured that the returns would be far 
greater than necessary to prove the success 
of the law in the first year. Consequently 
the exemptions were made quite liberal. 
They will be revised downward now in true 
Democratic fashion and one by one stricken 
out as the department lawyers find grounds 
to strike them out. 

The tremendous difference between the es- 
timate@ returns and the actual returns has 
caused the administration to believe that 
there are thousands of dodgers throughout 
the country.

HIS ATTORNEY DENIES. 


Woman Alleges Cincinnati Trac- 
tion Man Made Several Pleas 
to Marry Him. 


New York, June 17.—[Special.]—Miss Icy 
Wareham, a well known dog fancier and 
owner of blue ribbon canines, has sued Hu- 
gene Zimmerman, Cincinnati rail magnate, 
father of the Duchess of Manchester, for 
$100,000 for alleged breach of promise to 
marry. 
The papers have been filed in Queens coun- 
ty where the plaintiff is proprietor of the 
Wareham dog kennels, which are located on 
her estate in Elmhurst. 

Miss Wareham’s lawyer is Philip C. Sam- 
uels ot 200 Broadway, who sterted the action 


on April 26, although the papers are dated 
March 11. Mr. Zimmerman, who is now in his 
aixty-ninth year, is represented by William 
H. Blymer of 49 Wall street, who has al- 
ready made a general denial of the allega- 
tions in the papers filed by Samuels. 


Complaint of Miss Wareham. 
The complaint against Mr. Zimmerman, 
set forth in an affidavit sworn to by Miss 
Wareham before Joseph Hammerman, com- 
missioner of deeds, is as follows: 
“ Plaintiff complains. as follows; 


and on or about the 20th day of December, 
1913, and on numerous occasions prior there- 
to, the plaintiff, at the request of the de- 
fendant, undertook, promised, and agreed to 
marry said defendant, and in consideration 
thereof, said defendant undertook, promised, 
and agreed to marry the plaintiff herein with- 
in a reasonable time thereafter. 

Second— That although more than a rea- 
sonable time has elapsed, the defendant has 
failed and refused to marry the plaintiff, 
although said plaintiff, coniiding in defend- 
ant’s promise, has at ali times remained, has 
been, and is now willing and able to marry 
the defendant. 

Third—- That by reason of the promises 
and defendant's failure to carry out the 
agreement performed, the plaintiff has suf- 
fered damage in the sum of $100,000. 

“ Wherefore, plaintiff demands judgment 
against defendant for the sum of $100,000 
together with the costs and disbursements of 
this action.“ 


Zimmerman Lawyer Denies, 

Mr. Blymer denied all these charges, and 
gives as his reason for answering in place 
of Mr. Zimmerman that his client was not in 
this county at the time the answer was 
written. There was considerable argument 
over this method of answer. Mr. Samuels in- 
sisted that the defendant be present in per- 
gon, but Mr. Blymer finally convinced Jus- 
tice Van Siclen that the procedure was prop- 
r, although the justice said it was not a 
commendable practice. 

On May 18 notice was given in writing and 
filed with County Clerk Leonard that on the 
first Monday in June application would be 
made for a trial of the facts in the case.

SPEED OF SHIPS IS DISPUTED. 


Storstad’s Mate at Inquiry Swears the 
a Was ct 0 


— 


* June 17—"Testtmony today before 
the dominion commissidén investigating the 
collision between the Empress of Ireland and 
the Storstad in the St. Lawrence river on 
May 29, which resulted in the loss of more 
than a thousand lives, brought out state- 
ments that officers on the bridge of the Em- 
press failed to see the colored running lights 
of the collier even when it was only sixty 
feet away, and that the officers of both ves- 
sels failed to hear the whistled signals blown 
just before the crash, 

The officers of the Empress contradicted 
those of the Storstad in regard to the speed 
of edch of the ships. The first officer of the 
Storstad, Alfred Tuftenes, swore that the 
Empress was making at least ten miles an 
hour when the Storstad hit it, while his ves- 
sel had a headway of but one mile an hour. 


Says Storstad Was Not Speeding. 

Capt. Andersen of the Storstad stated that 
the fact the collier’s nose penetrated the hull 
of the Empress but twelve feet proved that 
the Storstad was not speeding. Loaded as 
his vessel was, the captain said, it would 
have cut all the way through the Empress 
had it been making ten knots or more, 

On the other hand, Edward Jones and John 
Murphy, first officer and quartermaster, re- 
spectively, of the Empress, corroborated the 
story told by Capt. Kendall to the effect that 
the Empress was at a standstill when the 
collier ran into it. 

Butler Aspinall, acting for the Canadian 
Pacific railway, owners of the Empress, ex- 
tracted an opinion from Tuftenes that, ac- 
cording to a diagram he had drawn of the 


the collision, he thought the Empress, which 
was traveling fast, should have cleared the 
Storstad.

Damaged by Accident Soon 
After Sailing. 


FOG IN CHANNEL CAUSE, 


North German Lloyd Officers Re- 
fuse to Give Details of 
the Crash, 


Southampton, June 17.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer, Kaiser Wilhelm II., which 
left Southampton shortly after noon today 
bound for New York, with 1,000 passengers, 
returned to Southampton tonight with a big 
hole in its side amidships, caused by a col- 
lision with the Liverpool grain steamer, 
Incemore, bound from a Black Ape vrt 
Antwerp. 

The Ince more. a much. ne craft than 
the German steamer, is in dock here with its 
bows badly smashed. The collision occurred 
in the Englisn cnannel, thirteen miles south 
of the Nab lightship, im a denne fon. 

Just how it occurred and on which vessel 
lies the responsibility cannot be ascertained 
at present. 

Officials of the North German Lloyd com- 
pany are trying to arrange for the transfer 
of the Kaiser Wilhelm's passengers to an- 
other steamer. A proposal was made to the 
Hamburg- American line that the Imperator, 
which will leave Southampton tomorrow, 
take the Kaiser Wühelm's passengers. But 
this had not been settled, 


Officers Refuse Information, 

The officers of the Kaiser Wilhelm II. have 

permitted no communication to be had with 
any one on board and they refuse to give out 
any information. 

Such scant details as have been obtained 
came from the Incemore. That vessel, it fs 
stated by those on board, virtually had come 
to a stop because of the danger of continu- 
ing under way in such a thick fog, when 
suddenly there loomed up just ahead the 
huge bulk of the Kaiser Wilhelm. 

Both captains did their best to avert a 
collision, but the short distance separating 
the two vessels made their efforts ineffect- 
ual, and the Incemore struck the liner on 
the starboard side amidships, The force of 
the compact crumpled up the Incemore’s 
bows and tore a big gap in the Kaiser Wil- 


aboard the Incemore that the hole was 
above the water line. 


Stand By After Accident. 

The two steamers stood by each other un- 
til it was found that neither needed mm. 
diate assistance; then both started slowly 
for Southampton, 

The forepeak of the meemore rapidly filled 
with water, but the stout bulkhead confined 
it there, and, although eo much down by 
the bows that the propeller wap nat out of the 
water, the freighter managed to crawl into 
port. There it was found that the damage to 
the bows extended for a length of twelve feet 
and a width of ten feet. 


Statement by the Company, 
LONDON, June 17—Officials of the North 


German Lioyd line iasued a statement to- 
night regarding the collision. The statement 
gaid that ne one was injured and that the 
liner will be docked during the night and that 
divers will make an examination of it to- 
morrow, after which it will return to Bremen. 

In this statement the officials place respon- 
sibility for the collision’ on the Incemore, 
which, they say, ran into the Kaiser, strik- 
ing it near the third funnel, and scraped 
along for some WEnn The statement 
proceeds: 

Water was prevented from entering by 
the bulkhéads, which were kept well within 
the limits of one compartment. The Kaiser 
had practically come to a dead stop at the 
time of the collision.”

PAY WHAT THEY EARN. | 

‘A rather curious report comes from 
Washington concerning expected legisla- 
tion on railway mail pay. It bas been 
urged by the railroads that they were being 
grossly underpaid for this service, For 
the purpose, presumably, of ascertaining the 
truth and of correcting the schedule, if 
necessary, to conform to the facts, a joint 
committge or commission was appointed by 
congress. Its chairman was former Sen 
ator Bourne, who was one of the authorities 
on mall conditions, a champion of the parcel 
post, and a radical in politics, not likely te 
be under the influence, psychologically or 
otherwise, of the railroads. 

The commission worked for over a year 


end early in June was urged by Postmaster 


Burleson, it is gaid, to make haste with @ 
bill. But when this commission's bill was 
about to be introduced it is declared Chair 
man Bourne was informed that Chairman 
Moon of the house committee on postoffice, 
who was not a member of the commission, 
would introduce a bill of his own.

The Moon measure is said to provide for 
line rates a cent a mile less than the com- 
mission had decided upon and a reduction 
of 25 per cent on terminal allowances.

SELECTION OF BABY FOOD. 

ANY thousand women cannot get 

ice with which to keep the babies’ 

supply of cow's milk, They have no 

mother’s milk. They cannot do the 

best thing; they cannot do the next 

best thing; they must choose further down 
the line. 

To help this large number of mothers 
much investigation has been going on in re- 
cent years. Conclusions are far from being 
oa but they are pointing in certain direc- 

ons. 


— 

A baby food must contain milk in some 
form. The investigations point definitely 
that way. A recent study of four foods, 
made by research workers at the University 
of Illinois, showed this quite well. They 
fed miee on Horlick’s malted milk and 
Nestle’s food, which contain dried milk, 


and with two other foods which contain 


no milk, 

They observed the mice, as to whether 
they kept up their weight, grew properly, 
and bore young capable in turn of bearing 
healthy young. Or, to put it another way, 
they would divide a batch of young 
into two groups, One greup was fed on 
ordinary mixed food, the other on food 


under test. The members of the two 


groups were weighed, measured, and close- 
ly observed at regular intervals. The num- 
ber of young and the conditions of the 
young were noted. 


As the second generation approached 
maturity the test young were divided inte 
two groups. One was fed on the test food, 
the other on ordinary food.. The number 
and condition of the third generation were 
cpunted and observed. 

In this way the research workers deter 


mined whether the test food produced fat, 


supported growth, made possible the breed- 
ing of sound progeny, with sufficient vital- 
ity to grow up and themselves produce 
sound progeny. 

The milk foods stood the test. The foods 
in the manufacture of which no milk is 
used did not. :

The teaching of this experiment is that 
where a mother is selecting a food for her 


nursing baby she should read the label 


carefully and select one made wholly or 
partly from milk, This refers to the use 
of milk in the manufacture of the food. If 
the food must be mixed with milk at the 
time of use it has no advantage over the 
use of milk, 

A baby food which is a dry powder will 
keep better than one that is liquid or nearly 
so. After a can of evaporated milk is 
opened it spoils rapidly. It is not safe, 
therefore, to use evaporated milk unless it 
can be kept as cool as tap water will keep 
it. It must be kept clean. After a can of 
condensed milk is opened it spoils slowly. 
It must be kept cool and clean, A dry, 
powdered food is much easier to keep.

of the land that a widespread misapprehen- 
sion has been created iff the new world with 
regard to morganatic marriages, owing to 
the fact that they are contracted with the 
left hand. 

Indeed, in the eyes of the general public 
here the offer of a royal personage or of a 
great noble belonging to one of the media 
tized or formerly reigning houses of Bu- 
rope to make a girl his morganatic wife is 
resented. Yet a morganatic consort is al- 
ways the wife of her husband in the eyes 
of the church, and her marriage, though it 
be left handed, has invariably received eccle- 
slastical approbation and blessing. 

In Germany, Austria, Italy, and Russia the 
law of the land recognizes morganatic mar- 
riages and provides that the party to the 
matrimonial contract who is not of royal or 
imperial rank or who does not belong to a 
mediatized house shall have no share in the 
honors, status, or property of the other party 
to the contract, these disabilities extending 
to the children born of the union. 

In countries such as Belgium, France, Hun- 
gary, etc., where the law does not take 
cognizance of morganatic marriages, the 
same object is obtained by the parties going 
through the religious ceremony of matri- 
mony without fulfilling the legal and civil 
formalities. 

Thus Leopold II., on his deathbed, in order 
to be able to die at peace with the church, 
went through an ecclesiastical ceremony of 
marriage with the Baroness. Vaughan, 
mother of his two boys. But as he neglected 
to supplement the union by the obligatory 
civil ceremony and failed to fulfill the other 
statutory requirements, his marriage, 
valid in the eyes of the church, was incom- 
plete in the eyes of the law.

If I draw attention to the matter it is be- 
cause of the discussion which is taking 
place in connection with the engagement of 
the kaiser’s fifth son, Prince Oscar of Prus- 
sia, to his mother’s maid of honor, Countess 
Ina Von Bassewitz. daughter of the prime 
minister of the grand duchy of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. 

According to the dispatches from Europe 
some trouble has arisen in connection with 
her future status at court. The emperor 


seems to have been anxious that she should 


follow the example of other morganatic con- 
sorts of German princes of the blood and hold 
aloof from court. 

However, the young countess, who has 
spent the greater part of her life at the 
court of Berlin, and who is intimately ac- 
quainted therewith and fond of the people 
there, declines to be exiled therefrom and 
to be barred from its gaieties. 

She is supported in the matter by her 
father and mother, who are proud of their 
ancestry, whith goes back in the male line 
direct to the eleventh century, their title 
of count of the holy Roman a being 
some 250 years old.

Frederick William III. of Prussia, after the 
death of Queen Louise, the national heroine 
of Prussia, contracted a morganatic mar- 
riage with a Countess Harrach, whom he 
created Princess Liegnitz. But although 
she was treated with the utmost affection 
by her elderly husband and with profound 
respect and even devotion by his sons, espe- 
clally by King Frederick William V., and 
by the late Emperor William, she was never 
invited to court. 

In fact, the only instances that I can recall 
ef morganatic consorts being received at 
court are that of the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg, wife of the Austrian heir apparent, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, who goes to 
court at Vienna, and that of Countess Tor- 
by, wife of the Russian Grand Duke Michael 
Michaelaiovitch, who is received at the court 
of St. James. 

In Germany, Austria, Italy, and Russia, 
where morganatic alliances are recognized 
by law, divorce is necessary before the party 
of superior rank can wed anew a personage 
of his or her own imperial, royal, or media- 
tized status. 

In other countries, though, such as, for 
instance, France, Belgium, England, and 
Hungary, where all matrimonial alliances 
are regarded as full fledged marriages, no 
matter what the difference in rank of the 
parties, the royal, imperial, or mediatized 
personage who has only gone through the re- 
ligious ceremony, and who has failed to 
fulfill the civil and legal requirements, eon- 
siders himself perfectly free to wed anew 
without divorce. 

Thus the royal French Duc de Berry’s mar- 
riage in England to Amy Brown, without ful- 
filling the requirements of French law, did 
not prevent him from wedding during her 
lifetime Princess Caroline of Naples. In 
the same way King George IV.'s marriage to 
Mrs. Fitzherbert, without fulfilling the legal 
requirements, was not looked upon as any 
obstacle to his subsequent matrimonial al- 
Hance with Princess Caroline of Bruns- 
wick.

THE USE OF WATER METERS. 

Chicago, June 15,—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I note in a recent number of your paper 
a letter from Annetta A. Saunders, M. D., 
which opposes the use of water meters. I 

regret to see an effort to create opposi- 
tion to the use of water meters among the 
women of this city, as I believe the women 
are vitally interested in the question of good 
water service, and the use of meters ie an 
important step towards the securing of an 
improved and more reliable service. 

The letter to which I refer asks how long 
water meters would work with Chicago 
water and states that no meter could meas- 
ure the service with the water as thick as 
it is.” Thie is not a fair statement of the 
condition of Chicago's water supply, which 
is rated among the best in the United States 
from a sanitary viewpoint. The sewage of 
Chicago will probably have to be treated 
and the water supply may have to be treated. 
These are points which are now being studied 
and if Chicago does have tocome to filtration 
of ite water supply it will be found neces- 
gary, before such filtration works are under- 
taken, to meter the water used in Chicago, 
go that the present excessive waste can be 
reduced and the cost of filtration may be 


‘prought within reason. 


The city’s water is being metered at the 
present time in many buildings, and the 
meter service is giving good satisfaction. 
The reason that metering is recommended 
is not to increase the revenues of the water 
department but to allow the water depart- 
to render better and more reliable service 
and to increase the efficiency of its operation. 
In these days when conservation and effi- 
ciency are recognized by all as the great 
needs of the hour, it is strange to hear any- 
body advocate the continuance of a tem 
which means 50 per cent waste.

SIX WEEKS IN THE SENATE. |. 
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Leaders Think Measures Will Need 42 
Days for Passage.

Washington, D. C., June 17. +~-[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the president's desire for an 
early adjournment of congress combined 
with the completion of his trust program, it 
became apparent today that the trust meas- 
ures will not be taken up for discussion by the 
genate much earlier than the first week in 
July, 

Senate leaders believe it will take at least 
six weeks to put them through the upper 
Chamber. This time, together with that re- 
quired for their adoption by the house and 
senate after conference, will make the date 


of adjournment closer to Sept. 1 than Aug. 1. 


In Favor of Caucus, 

Following the declaration by the president 
of his belief that a caucus will be necessary 
for concerted Democratic action on the bills, 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina, the real 
Democratic leader of the senate, today an- 
nounced himself in favor of the caucus. 

The conference of Democrats, as the cau- 
¢us will be officially entitled by the admin- 
istration, is expected to accomplish two re- 
sults, President Wilson hopes to stiffen the 
backbones of those Democrats who have 
become susceptible to the demand of cer- 
tain business interests for a delay in he 
trust legislation and immediate adjournment 
of congress, He also hopes for harmony and 
a general agreement to push the bills with 
as little debate as possible.

temples, crumples great pillars—crashing down 
to the tune of the brass part of the orchestra— 
and generally despoils the country. 

The child in her nurse’s arms escapes, only 
to be captured by Pheenician pirates—the blood- 
thirstiest looking, gentlest behaving pirates, 


who pirate to soft music—and taken to the slave 


market in Carthage. There the child is pur- 


chased by the high priest as a suitable offering. 


to the god of Moloch. The god has a most fear- 
some temple, and inside it he sits, an original 
base burner type of an idol, full of hot flames, 
with a hinge swung door through which victims 
are dropped with appropriate c.remonies.

When the child is chosen for sacrifice her 
nurse, Croessa, strives desperately to save her, 
enlisting the aid of Fulvius, a Roman spy, and 
his great black slave, Maciste. Just when Ca- 
biria is about to be shoved on the hot stove 
door the mighty Maciste wallops the high 
priest on the chin, grabs the child, and rushes 
o the temple roof with her. All pursuers are 
knocked off the parapet so diligently by Ma- 
eiste and Fulvius that they are soon able to 
descend, clambering down such high walls as 


make the audience hold its breathing apparatus

temple. It pours forth then and is a mob to 
reckon with. 

The rest of the story moves on at this tense 
speed, the child being taken finally as a slave 
into the home of Hasdrubal’s daughter, where 
she grows up and is rescued once more from the 
clutches of the high priest by Fulvius, who 
marries her this time.

RESS bags seem like insubstantial foun- 

dations for a long, splendid vacation, 

don't they? There's not more than 25 

or 30 cents profit on each bag,” one 

woman said incredulously when she was 
told that one of the home workers was earning 
a comfortable living by making dress bags. 
“And i€ would take an awful lot of them to 
bring in any real sum of money.” 

I wonder if others of you are incredulous 
about the advisability of making small articles 
upon which there is only a small profit. I know 
that there are many women who would like to 
be home workers but who are afraid to attempt 
to work because they think their profits won’t 
be great enough to pay for the trouble. 

“I want to make something that will bring 
me large profits and lots of them,” one home 
worker wrote to me a few weeks ago. “I don't 
want to spend my time for nothing.” 

— 


Have you ever stopped to think how little 
individual profit there is in a large business? 
A 25 per cent profit is an exceedingly large one. 

Won't you sit down and have a little talk 
with yourself? Ask yourself quite honestly 
what your time is worth. ‘If you weren’t mak- 
ing dress bags, for instance, would you be earn- 
ing a dollar an hour? Have you had a special 
training which makes it possible for you to 
charge a dollar an hour for your time? 

Don't you have to acknowledge to yourself 
that if you weren't trying to earn money you 
probably wouldn’t be doing anything except vis- 
iting or some pickup work which you really 
didn’t need to do? Your time while you are 
performing your household duties is really 
worth something. It is worth as much as you 
would have to pay a competent woman to care 
for your house, and it is worth more as you 
gain more and more scientific knowledge about 
the management of your affairs. But your time

U. Red Faber, who had no Federal league 
affiliations so far as could be ascertained 
in advance of yesterday’s final game with 
the world's champions, was picked by Man- 
ager Callahan of the White Sox to stop the 
merry romp the Athletics were enjoying 
here, and Faber delivered a fl to o shut out, 
holding the Mackmen to one scratch hit, 
which did not come off until the ninth 
inning. 

With only three men standing between 
Faber and a place on the no hit roster for 
all time Lapp wrecked the youngster’s op- 
portunity by beating out a slow bounder 
to Blackburne at the start of the last period. 
There was no question about the hit. Black- 
burne did not even juggle it, but came up 
with the ball cleanly after “ taking his 
time and made a perfect peg to first, which 
was beaten two steps by the doughty back- 
stop of the enemy. That hit served only 
to despoil U. Red of a no hit performance, 
as nothing came of it, although Blackburne 
booted a harder grounder from Walsh right 
afterward. 


No Hit Until Final Round. 

How completely Faber showed up his slab- 
mates can be indicated by a few odious com- 
parisons. Up to the eighth inning there was 
nothing that even resembled a hit off the 
young slabman, who pitched before a king 
last spring. In eight innings two men 
reached first. base, one of them on Faber's 
only pass and the other on a fumble by 
Blackburne in the second. Neither of these 
men reached second base and it was not 
until the last inning that the enemy ad- 
vanced a runner as far as the keystone. 
Lapp’s hit and Blackburne’s second boot let 
two men on in that spasm, making a total of 
four, for one of which Faber was responai- 
ble. 

In the three games previous the Mack- 
men pounded Callahan’s de luxe pitching 
staff for thirty-seven hits and twenty-seven 
runs, using all the regular stars of the mound 
with about equal severity. 


Schalk’s Presence Helpful. 
Ray Schalk was back in the game, and that, 
made a difference go marked that you hardly 


would have known it was the same Sox team. Be- 
sides Blackburne’s pair there was not a boot be- 
hind Faber, and hot raps were eaten up with 
avidity. Biackburne himself handled several 
chances that were tougher than the ones he 
missed, while Breton at third proved as im- 
pregnable to base hits as if he werea Baker. John 
Collins gathered in a couple of une drives to right, 
but as a rule Faber bad the Mackmen thoroughly 
tamed. 

Callahan's men made only eight Watts off two 
of Mack’s hurlers, but they were alded by seven 
errors and ia trio of passes which facilitated the 
counting. Moreover, the Sox played the triple 
gig for all it was worth, three of their bingles 
being good for Baker station, and one of the three 
triples resulting in a round trip to Weaver be- 
cause of poor handling of the return throw by 
Eddie Colilns.

The only new suggestion made at the meet- 
ing was to include weight lifting in the ath- 
letics, but the proposition was rejected. The dis- 
tance of the Marathon race in Berlin was fixed at 
42 kilometers, or 26 miles and about 150 yards, 
At Stockholm the distance run was 25 miles, while 
the original Marathon was 26 miles 388 yards. 

A lively discussion was foreshadowed as to the 
fumber of competitors allowed to each nation in 
track and field events. The United States de- 
manded that twelve should be permitted to enter 
and six start, but the smaller athletic nations and 
dome distant countries, notably Australia, have 
declared their intention of endeavoring to limit 
the number of competitors to three. 

The track and field events are to be run uncer 
the rules of the International Amateur Athletic 
federation, adopted by the recent congress at 
Lyons.

finding a buyer.

The selling in Western Union, which was rather 
unexpected, inasmuch as the stock has been almost 
dead for some time, was attributed to a variety of 
causes, of which the most likely was the report 
that members of the syndicate which underwrote 
the American Telegraph and ‘Telephone holdings 
were getting out now. The syndicate does not ex- 
~ pire until July 1, but it is almost positive that a 
good deal of stock will be left on the members’ 
: hands, and some of them, probably, are taking time 
; * the forelock and disposing of their allotments 
| now. 

Then there was the weakness in Missourt Pa- 
cific, and it is hard to say whether Missouri Pa- 
cifle affected Western Union or whether Western 
Union affected Missouri Pacific. At any rate, the 
street now is inclined to class Western Union 
with the Gould stocks, remembering the talk that 
the Goulds were buying the telegraph and tele- 
phone holdings..

Whatever the immediate effect of a decision in 
the freight rates case, it is obvious that any ad- 
vanee at all should be construed as bullish in the 
long run.

The 
interstate commerce comnmiission, if it grants 
anything at all, will have done something never 
done before.
